■ Scout and Boy Scout leader but 
_l of the children involved in the 
rges belonged to those organua- 
i. 

arver was arrested Nov. 18 by 
£rd police. A 16-year-old boy told 
ce that he and a 13-year-old "girl 
a !3-yeaf-ol<| boy had been mo- 
$d by Garver. 

trver was released from jail ear- 
tuis week. Deputy District Attor- 
>Ytnce O'Neill, supervisor of the 
crime* units, said then that the 
c$ Pepartment Investigation had 



been inadequate. 

Detective John Smith, who investi- 
gated the case, criticized the deci- 
sion, saying that he was concerned 
that other children would be victim- 
ized. He has since apologized for his 
public criticism of the district attor- 
ney. 

O'Neill had said he preferred to 
have Carver in custody but that a 
premature or inaccurate filing would 
nave been worse than not filing at all. 
' Ellison said Friday the District 
Attorney's Office is not boding to 
pressure from anyone. 

He said thai although charges are 
often filed on the basis of police 
re|K>rts, in this case the reports did 
not have clear information about the 
alleged molestations. 

"The hardest problem with children 
is pinning down the times (of the 
incidents)," Ellison said. 

Ellison interviewed four children 
and said he was able to come up with 
enough evidence to press charges. 

lie decided not to include the 13- 
year-old girl at this time, he said, and 
added a second 12-year-old boy that 
he learned of. 

Ellison said four of the counts 
Involved the 16-year old boy and date 
back to iitfa. The other two counts 
involve incidents this year with the 
'rther children. 



was ordered to appear for ar- 
raignment in the higher court 
Nov. 27 on a six-count com- 
plaint. 

Authorities said none of the 
alleged Incidents was related to 
Carver's former volunteer 
work as a leader for Cub Scouts 
and Iioy Scouts. 

Prosecutor Jim Ellison 
brought all three boys to the 
witness stand at the 
preliminary hearing to deter* 
mine whether there had been 
adequate legal grounds for 
Garver'a arrest. 

Four of the charges, dating 
back to 1978 name aooy now ll 
as the victim, allegedly 
molested twice as a child. The 
boy also was allegedly the vie* 
tim of a sodomy attempt and of 
statutory homosexual rapo 
when he was past 14, but still 
under 16. 

Other boys, both 12, are nam- 
ed as child-molestation victims 
In two charges. 

Garver is a n o n - 
commissioned officer who had 

iilanned to retire soon from his 
ob at the Naval Construction 
latlalion Center at Port 
Hucneme.

A former Scout loader from Oxnard was 
sentenced Tuesday to almost 11 years in prison 
for molesting three young boys m offenses 
hating back to 1978. 

Allen Garver, 4Q, received the maximum 
possible sentence from Superior Court Judge 
Kletinda Johnson. ; 

Garver pleaded guilty last month to 
molesting two 12-year-old bays and having oral 
copulation with another boy who was un^r 16 
Ife also admitted a special allegation^n he 
violated a position of trust when lie cosnJmicd 
the oral copulation. 

,;None of the charges involved molestations 
related lo Carver's former work us a leader lor 
Cub Scouts and Boy Scouts, authorities said. 

Three other charges were dismissed at the 
time of sentencing. 

. Deputy District Attorney James Ellison said 
Garver was diagnosed as a fixated pedophile, or 
someone who has a sexual attraction to 
children. A psychologist testifying at the hear- 
ing said Garver should be treated in a closed 
setting, Ellison said. 

In Choosing the maximum sentence, Mrs 
Johnson said the lengthy term was warranted 
because Garver's sexual involvement with the 
principal victim went on for three years. 

Ellison said Garver's plea carried a man- 
datory prison seuteoce unless the judge found a 
special reason for giving him probation. All par- 
ties involved in the case recommended the max- 
imum term, however, and Garver showed no 
surprise when the sentence was handeJdown, 
Ellison said.

The arrest of Allen Garvcr, 
<Q, came after a two-month in- 
vestigation of sex crimes 
against 12- and 16-vear-oid boys 
and a 15-year-old girt, ac- 
cording to Detective Set. Bofc 
Elder, 

Garver was arrested about 
12:30 p.m. in the 3500 biock of 
Saviers Road by Detective 
John Smith, a member of Ox- 
nard Police Department's sex- 
ual assault unit. Elder said 

Garver was boofced into Ven- 
tura County Jaii on suspicion of 
sodomy, lewd and lascivious 
conduct, oral copulation and 
foreign penetration of an ob- 
ject. Elder said. 

The children, ail Oxnard ' 
residents, allegedly were 
assaulted in Garver" s borne at 
4721 S. G St. according to 
Elder. 

Elder added that the crimes 
reportedly occurred from 1978 
to 1983. • 

Smith was following up on in- 
formation provided by 'the 15- 
vear-oid boy when the detective 
learned of crimes committed 
against the other boy and girt. 

Oxnard police will seek 
criminal complaints against 
Garver from the district at- 
torney's office Monday. 

Elcfer said Garver is a 
former Cub Scout and Boy 
Scout leader, in the Oxnard 
area, and detectives are in- 
vestigating possible sexuaZ 
enmes dunng his tenure in 
those positions.
